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"The City Hospital ought to havo 
a rnllUon of dollars fvery year to 
carry on its Important work," de- 
clared Mayor Curley at the fiftieth 
iuirilverKary of that institution, held 
yesterday in the Surgical Amphi- 
theatre. 

Mayor Curley durins liis address 
before tlio trusleee was fretiucntly 
Interrupted ivitli applause for his 
entlnislasji! over tho wori^ of the 
hosi)ital. Me said the institution 
did not seek sufficient publicity, and 
the public does not know wliat the 
City Hospital Is uolng for tiio rich 
and poor. IIo said it had not re- 
ceived (.>ne private bequest in seven 
years. 

"This hospiiu! h:is lieoii fiirnlMhiriR 
<he brains for the whole country in 
the piust. The work of the ho.spltal 
h!is been cari-fully studied and it is 
possible fur us to continue to supply 
the brains, I will suppl.v the money, 
if ti-e trustees will Kupi)Iy the brains. 
It ig my purpose to aid in every way. 
In addition to the .-iTunial appropri.a- 
tion, to the hospital, I will slve 10 
per cent, of every $100,000 saved the; 
city out of the other departments 
We sh.inld do what we can to In- 
crease the wages of the nnrses. In- 
ternes, aird even tin- watres of the 
most bumble worker in the hospital

" 'Under no circumstances do we wont 
to have It considered that we are taking ad- 
vantage of the misfortune of Salem In 
bringring to your attention the advantages 
of Boston for your business, b\it if you are 
lntereste<l In a new location at this time 
we should be glad to interview you.' "

The metropolitan park commiSBton h&a 
voted not to ffrant th© request of Ijl«ut- 
Oov. Barry, Hepresentatlvft Andrew A. 
CasasKa of'' Revere and others to repeal 
thn .-iilo by which automc!;!!p« nr« ex- 
cluded from the Ttfcvcn'* Reach boule- 
vard, soutli of Revere street, on the af- 
ternoons and evonlng.s of Saturday.'', 
Sundays and holidays duiing' the s'lm- 
incr. The petltloneiR represented to the 
commissioners that this rule In a hard- 
ship for autoists and a danger to thp 
Rencral public In that Ua forces the 
outomobilefl to pans through Ocpaii 
nvenue, Hovore. a narrow street that 
Is at such times crowded by elcttrl'' 
cars and othei- vehicular traffic. 

Tlio park comml.*slonevK. in their de-

It was no news that tho islands in Boston 
harbor are apt for agriculture. Many of 
them have been under tillage for years, 
and on Thoiupson's Island the FaJ.-.i and 
Ti-ades .School has been teaching tillaBO 
liy the oiien-air laboratory method for a 
century. But yesterday's Inspection of 
.. these lands by ih'' i'.'o professors from 
■ tho Massachusetts gr.ci tural College had 
a value both posi ce and negative; they 
pointed out that these islands might bo far 
; more extensively farmed than they are, 
' and they discovered, Ineideiitally, that on 
two of them. Bong Island and Deer Isl- 
and, the army worm, known and dreaded 
to the soutli of us, has arrived and begun 
to gnaw.

Tho fertility oFrfiW rsland^SiSr was a 
surprise to the two iirotcssora; they re- 
marked on tlie possibility ot raising large 
ciu|i.s of hay, alfalfa and vegetabie.-j to 
provision the city institutions. Considered 
iiierely as the raw material of farm land, 
tlio soil w.as pronounced tlie equal ot the 
eastern -Massachusetts average. 

'I'lils is the third of a series of feasible 
|ir(ipo.s,-il.s for use of tho harbor islands. 
'I'he lir.st was reforestation, which would 
beautify the port in an unique manner, 
and has been declared practicable by the 
foresters. The second was their utiliziatlon 
as pleasure parks, which, as in tho ca.ie 
of some of tlie faither oui-lylng land 
masses, such as tho Brewsters. Is certainly 
feasible. Tile third Is a measure of public 
economy, -viih tile lesthetics of the matter 
Ibrown in by nature without extra charge.

taining from the Public Service Commission an 
order that the street railway companies sliall 
hereafter equip tlieir cars with steps which may 
be used' without painful effort and dans^er. It 
should not have lieen necessary for the commis- 
sion to issue such an order ; the companies them- 
selves should have sought to conserve the com- 
fort and convenience of their patrons, but the 
women were compelled to seek aid elsewhere, and 
Ihey went to the right place. 

It is true that the skirts worn by many women 
I in accordance with the dictates of what is com- 
monly called "fashion," make locomotion difficult 
and climbing impossil>le, but the fact remains 
that there are cars in vorvice which have steps so 
high as to be absolutely dangerous. That is true, 
especially of big open cars operiited nn lines out- 
side of Hoston. The running b'^ard. which takes

The Governor's veto of the eighty cent gas bill for East Bos 
tow feas been vindicated. The Massachusetts Gas and Electric Light 
Comnvissiou has ordered the price of gas paid by the citii;ens of 
pSast Boston to be reduced to eighty cents. 

Thia IS jusfice. This is removing one of the several unjust pen- 
CkltiAB which people have been obliged in recent years to pay for 
being resident!; of East Boston. 

The Governor, in Ins veto message, pointed out that only once 
jja twenty years had a petition by citizens of a conminnily for the 
reduction in the price of gas been rejected by the Gas and Electric 
ILight Commission. The Legislature ought to interfere only whei 
(there is good reason <o believe that no relief can bo expected iron 
the commission. 

There is still another penalty under which East Boston labors 
Her citi2eris are obliged to pay a toll for the use of her tuiineh 
which was less expensive than some of the other tunnels in other 
sections of the city that arc ab.solntely toll free. There is no reason 
in the world why these lolls should not be immediately lifted from 
the shoulders of the people of East Boston, The Legislatiu-e has 
already given the city the right to take tlie necessary steps for the 
relief of (he people of East Boston in the matter of these tolls. 

If the SulHvan-Curley administK«,tion acted in good faifh it 
could remove these tolls under the enabling law which the Legisla- 
ture has recently passed. One of the representatives from East 
Boston has tried in vain to induce the Sullivan-Curley admini,3tra- 
tion to act. 

Doubtless this remarkable administration believes that to lift 
ithc tolls in the East Boston Tunnel would he inconsistent with it* 
policy of strange economy. But the people of East Boston know 
that this administration is very anxious to throw to the rich Edisnn 
Electric Illuminating Company more money every year than the 
city obtains from these tolls.

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The Cape Cod Canal Is to Be 
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Tomorrow the Cape Cod Canal will be opened for the first 
time to the public. The event is to be celebrated by a pageant. 

We hope and believe that this canal will mean a sreat deal 
to the people of New England and to the whole nation. The canal 
is eig-ht miles long, 250 feet wide at the surface and 100 feet at the 
bottom and 25 feet deep at low water. The tide saves it from the 
complication and expense of a system of locks.
